TONIGHT'S ARTISTS 


WILLIAM AIDE received his musical degrees from the University 
of Toronto and the Juilliard School of Music and is noted 

not only as a solo recitalist but as a prolific chamber music 
artist and accompanist. He has performed in the Soviet Union, 
England and New York, as well as with most of Canada's major 
symphony orchestras and as recitalist from coast to coast.
